We have to deplore, this year, the loss of two of our most valued 
Contributors, indeed, the Referees for both Flowering Plants and Mosses 
(with Hepaticw). We allude to the Rey. W, Hunt Painter, M.A., who 
died at Shrewsbury in October, after a long illness, and Mr. William Phillips 
Hamilton, in June, at Caversham (near Reading), Oxon, where he had 
very lately gone to reside. These serious losses, coupled with the fact 
that two or three other Contributors have either left the neighbourhood, 
or are less able than formerly to devote much time to botanical research, 
makes it more than ever necessary that members of the Caradoc and 
Severn Valley Club, and their friends, should endeavour to augment the 
now very small band of workers in this field, Numerically, the Club is 
large and financially prosperous, but it seems that the scientific work, 
both in this and in all the other branches of Natural Science, is left but 
for a few. We earnestly hope that, before another year comes round, 
fresh enthusiasts may be found to carry on what has been so successful a 
labour of love with those who have now passed away. 


In the meantime, I, as President of the Club, though not formally 
appointed to the Refereeship, have volunteered to draw up the following 
Catalogue of a’ hundred or more Plants that have come under the notice 
of our local Botanists and others in the County of Salop this past season, 
Any shortcomings will therefore, I am sure, be indulgently treated. | 


Certain portions of the County have been hardly worked at all yet, 
or only just the fringe, as it were, touched, Clun Forest is one instance ; 
and the mountains and valleys bordering on portions of Radnorshire and 
Montgomery. It it well, before the publication of the County Tora, 
which has been in hand so long, be seriously taken in hand, that attention 
be given to these and other outlying districts. 


Thanks are due, especially to Mr, Gilbert E. Johnson, Mr. H. EB, 
Forrest, the Rev. O, M, Peilden, Mr. G, Potts, Miss F, Pitt and the 
Rev, Augustine Ley, for supplying records of Phanerogams, and to Mr, 
J. B. Duncan, of Bewdley, for a good list of Mosses and Hepaticn, 
including several new County records.

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ZOOLOGY. 


So far as the Vertebrates are concerned the records from North Wales 
during 1910 are of greater interest than those from Shropshire. Towards 
the close of the year a White-tailed Eagle, which had haunted the neigh- 
bourhood of Abersoch for some days previously, was captured alive and 
sent to Wrexham where it was put into the aviary of Mr. Godfrey Fitz 
Hugh. As usual it was reported in the press as a Golden Eagle. A Blue- 
headed Wagtail was observed at Llandudno in June. and an American 
Wigeon on a ‘ake in Anglesoy the same month, In Montgomeryshire a 
breeding colony of the Black-headed Gull was formed for the first time on 
record, whilst two Scoters were shot on an upland Jake in that county. 
Two other species, the Hoopoe and Spoonbill, are now recorded for the 
first time in Montgomeryshire, though the birds were actually obtained 
many years ago. 


Turning uow to Shropshire, perhaps the most noteworthy reoord ig 
the discovery of the Redshauk nesting near Wellington ; this is the first 
time the species has been known to breed in the county. Is is perhaps 
only @ co-incidence, but a pair of Ravens haunted a particular valley near 
Church Stretton throughout the spring—the very spot where the last 
Shropshire nest was destroyed in 1884. 


A fine adult male Goosander was obtained at Melverley in January, 
whilst an old drako Seaup stayed for six weeks in spring on one of the 
pools in Weston Park. 


In August an immature Shag was caught alive near Market Drayton ; 
whilst in October a similar fate befell a young Gannet near Wenlock. and 
a Manx Shearwater at Ludlow; this last bird was released three days 
later and flew away—the only instance known here of a Shearwater 
recovering after coming thus far inland, 


On Christmas Eve a Fork-tailed Petrel was picked up dead outside 


Shrewsbury Station, the eighth county example within the last thirty 
years. 


Amongst other locally rare species occurring in 1910 mention may be 
made of a Pied Flycatcher near Bridgnorth; Sheldrakes on Betton Pool 
and Ellesmere ; two Spotted Crakes near Shrewsbury ; a Hooded Crow at 
pe ; and tae Great Black-backed Gull seen at Kinnerley and Shrews- 

ury. 


As regards migrants the season was about normal with the exeeption 
of the Sand Martin which came very late and in small numbers, whilst 
several other birds, although the first arrivals were seen fairly early, came 
rether late in bulk. 


The invasion of Crossbills which began in the autumn of 1909—as 
deseribed in our Record for that year—lasted throughout the early part 
of 1910. Many pairs bred in this country, especially in Hampshire, but 
although Crossbills were seen on the. borders of Staffordshire and Mont- 
gomeryshire, no nest was found in Shropshire or North Wales, 


Albinos or other colour varieties are noted under the heads of Mole, 
Field Vole, Wood Mouse, Robin, Rook and Sand Martin. Notes on peculiar 
nests are given under the names of Robin, Blue Tit and Golderest. 


That tiniest of fishes the Ten-spined Stickleback was discovered on 
Whixall Moss, a second locality ; it had previously been recorded only 
on the Weald Moors many years ago, The Rudd also was found in a 
new locality, at Bayston Hill,

REFERER. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


January.—The year opened with a few fine days but these 
conditions gave place to very unsettled weather under the 
influence of a low pressure system that extended from the Arctic 
Circle to the Continent. There was a gale on the 24th, and 
generally, the month was of a blustery kind; there were a good 
many days of ground frost, but no exceptionally severe weather 
and no deep falls of snow. It snowed on six days. The range of 
the barometer was considerable. On the 6th, it was as high as 
30°16, and on the 28th as low as 28320 at Stokesay. The 
ponds froze hard enough to afford skating on the 27th ; they froze 
in a calm so that the ice was excellent for the sport. No very 
great amount of rain fell, but there were few days without either 
rain or snow. : 


February.—A most seasonable month, for there was plenty 
of rain ‘with frequent slight falls of snow : much land towards the 
end of the month was under water. From the 17th onward 
storms of wind were frequent, caused by a cyclone whose centre 
was out in the N. Atlantic. The only really calm day was the 
9th. Temperature for this month was high and there were 
several warm nights when the mercury stood at about 40°, 


March,—A ereat contrast to the previous month for calm 
and continuous rain replaced storm and drought. For the greater 
part of the month our islands were under the influence of an 
anticyclons whose centre lay out over the Atlantic, it gradually 
passed over us and. towards the end of the month, included the 
whole of Europe. In consequence, the barometer readings were 
high, and winds of no strength, so no rain was brought in. There 
was snow on two and frost on sixteen days. Winds chiefly W. to 
N.E. 


° 
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April.—This month was fairly seasonable ; it closed however 
‘with inclement weather with falls of hail and snow ; in respect to 
winds, it was disturbed—breezy, but not stormy. Thunder and 
lightning occurred on the 6th, and thunder on the 15th. Until 
the 2nd there had been a dry time for 14 days. Winds were 
mostly W. and N.W., and there were 7 days of frost. 


May.—As with the last days of April our weather was 
affected by a depression coming from the Atlantic and bitter 
weather with snow and hail lasted till the 11th. After this, 
beautiful weather set in till the close. There were no very high 
winds and we escaped heavy rain storms which were experienced 
not far from our South Western borders. Wind was easterly. 
The May fly and May blossom were actually seen in May, an 
uncommon occurrence. There was thunder and lightning on the 
16th and four days of frost. 


June.—With us this was a sunless month, very changeable 
and finished ‘with cold unseasonable weather. The rain we had 
did good to the grass crop which otherwise would have been but 
scanty. 


July.—The inclement weather of June was continued for the 
first few days of this month: about the 5th a change for the . 
better took place and gave a chance for the hay crops to be 
gathered, There was no rein for 12—]4 days, The centres of 
cyclones coming from the west passed right across owr islands 
bringmg bad weather. For the season, temperature was low. 
Winds were generally from the N.W. and E., not heavy, and there 
were no thunderstorms in Shropshire. 


« 


August.—Proved to be wet, dull and sunless, and owing to 
the unpropitious conditions trees failed to ripen properly : 
as the grapes in France suffered so did the apples in our orchards. 
There were thunderstorms on the 15th and 29th, and on the 
23rd heavy rain which continued all through the day, The 
Meteorological Office states, that the barometer stood high in two 


’ districts, viz.: ia the neighbourhood of Iceland and also southward 


at the Azores, between these points it meant a relief of pressure 
so we had an unsettled time. The winds came straight off the 
Atlantic and were cool; the 26th was generally a stormy wild 
day. A disastrous holiday season. 
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September.—The winds at the end of August must have 
carried away with them the adverse influences, for this turned 
out to be the best month of the year. An Anticyclone from 
Greenland came over and expanded, embracing the whole of Europe, 
and for four weeks we enjoyed settled weather, though cloudy and 
dull. It was a rainless month. Records kept for 40 years had 
not till this year experienced so dry a September. Even at 
Seathwaite in Cumberland where in February there were 22 inches, 
August 9 inches, December 15 inches, there was only 1:4 inch in 
September to measure! The corn was harvested under first-rate 
conditions ; it was a dry month in the midst of heavy falls. One 
day of frost on the 30th. The winds were chiefly Easterly. On the 
14th there was a break in the fine conditions owing to a cyclone 
that originated in Germany! which, however, was felt only for that 
day ; most of the rain measured this month fell then. 


October.—The dry weather of September continued till 
the 10th. ‘This wag a sunless month, there were no frosts and 


the nights generally were warm. A thunderstorm on the 2nd ; 


rain was of no great depth, but an abnormal fall of 1-88 inches 
was reported from More on the 21st. Winds were mostly from 
the East and North West from about the 11th; strong breezes 
prevailed. 


November.—A most unsettled month, there were frequent 
falls of snow 18th, 26th, 28th, and hail 28th ; there was fog from 
the 23rd—26th and nearly continuous rain <A cyclone coming 
from Greenland and Iceland brought the bad weather conditions. 
There were no anticyclones, the 6th was very stormy. ‘lhe 
clouds on 19th took a curious form like shells arranged one above 
another, 


December.-—Exceptionally wet, farmers found the greatest 
difficulty in getting arable ground worked and also in removing 
their root crops There was much land under water. the floods 
lasting louger than usual near Shrewsbury. A miller noted that 
he lost 28 days as against 12, the longest idle period he had had 
before. here was a very rapid fall in the barometer in the 
early morning of 16th; it fell 5 inch in 14 minutes and another 
‘3 inch in 17 minutes—a record fall, There was snow on the 
4th. Winds were mainly I. and 8.W., a gale on 12th and 16th. 
There were 8 days of frost but not nearly enough to give skating. 
The fearfully bad weather of these last two months disappeared 
about Christmas time and, the year finished under better 
conditions. 
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REMARKS ON THE YEAR. 


The year 1910, weather conditions brought with them a 
good deal of disappointment and discomfort. In respect to garden 
fruit crops it was certainly an unfavourable one, late frosts, snow 
and hail, with a wet and cold June and a wet August, prevented 
geowth and checked the proper ripening. 


We expect, as we had, much wet in February, but August 
to be a wet month interfered with many arrangements. November 
and December were almost continuously wet; heavy floods filled 
the rivers to overflow. 


During the year there was very little snow, at times just 
enough to provide toboganning, and there was little ice for 
skating, on only one day would it bear, 


Winds were strong in January, October and December. . 
Thunder and lightning occurred in the early months of the year, 
there was none in July. 


There were several dry spells in March, 16 days ; in May, 
8; July, 14 days; September there were 23 days without rain. 
The rainfall for the year was exceptionally heavy, the wettest 
months were February, November and December. 


As a rule there were few high temperatures recorded, the 
highest were 92° Church Stretton (exceptional), 89° Neachley. 
July was the month in which the highest temperature occurred, 
the average is but 82° 


The coldest month was January, average 21°. The lowest 
temperature recorded was 9°, Harper-Adams College and Shifnal ; 
Bridgnorth 10°,
